ger and Deliverance? And how can we be duly Senſible of 
theſe, unleſs we take a particular View of the miſchievous 
Conſequence of the Head of our Enemies ſucceeding, or the 
dreadful Miſeries we are delivered from? And how can 
we be apprehenſive of theſe, unleſs we conſider his Educa- 
tion, Principles, Intereſts, Adherents and Abettors? 


We ſhould be as particular therefore as the Hour allows, 


and view each Particular as a Part of the wondrous Chain of- 


Providence comprehended in our Great Deliverance, and as

Now, He is called the Pretender, not ſo much becauſe 
he pretends to be the Son of King James II. as becauſe he 
pretends, in ition to all the Rights, Laws and Conſti- 
| tutions of the Britiſb Nation, to be their Sovereign. 
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In 1623, his pretended Grandfather, - Prince Charles, 
afterwards King CHARLEs I, ſolliciting a Match with a 
Spaniſh Papr/t, Siſter of the King of Spain; in his Letter 
to the Pope, declared, He would never ſo vehemently de- 
© fire to be joined in a ſtrict indiſſoluble Bond with an 
Mortal whatſoever whoſe Religion he hated :* And tho 
the Houſe of Commons repreſented the miſchievous Influence 
of a Popiſb Match, and the great Importance of marrying 


a Proteſtant; yet two Years after, coming to the Crown, 


he forthwith married a French Papiſt, Siſter of King Lewis 
XIII. of France, which was the pernicious Fountain of al- 
moſt all the Miſeries of the Briti/h Nations ever ſince. 
Of this Pepiſh Match, in 1630, was born Prince Charles, 
afterwards King CHARLEs II. and in 1633, the Duke of 
York, afterwards King JaMes II. And by the Articles of 
Marriage they were educated by their Popiſh Mother till 
they were ten Years old; and then the Civil Mars be- 
tween the Parliament and their Father, beginning in 
1641-2, and ending in 1646, they followed their Pepiſb 

Mother into France, where they chiefly ſojourn'd with her 
till 1660: When King CHARLES II. being reſtored, he, 
two Years after, married a Portugueſe Papiſt, Siſter of the 
King of Portugal. About 1670, the ſaid Duke of York 
declared himſelf a Papift, and appear'd the Patron and 
Head of their Party ; in 1673, in Oppoſition to Two Ad- 
dreſſes of the Houſe of Commons, he married an Italian 
Papiſt, Daughter of the Duke of Modena; and in Feb. 


And thus the Briz;þ Nation had none but Papiſb Queens 
for above Sixty-three Years together: Nor had ever any 
King of the Houſe of Stuarts a Protęſtant Queen, except 
King Jamesl. _.

. Yet quickly broke them all; in Defiance of the Laws,

told us, by numberleſs arbitrary, illegal and cruel Actions,

Miſery, his Popiſh Queen was faid to bring forth this Pre- 
tended Son in June, 1688: Tho' the Nation for many 
weighty Reaſons had both before, at the ſame Time, and 
after a general Suſpicion of Forgery therein: And at his 
Baptiſm, the Pope himſelf, repreſented Y his Nuncio, was 
his Godfather; and the Popiſp Vidow of King CHARIL Es II. 
Godmother; it being highly improper that any Prote/tant 
Princes ſhould be Sponſors for one who was deſigned to be 
the Great Maintainer of the Popi/h Intereſt in the Britiſb 
Empire. | 


Upon this, many of the Heads of the Nation, in the Pro- 
ſpe& of their univerſal and total Ruin, inviting over the 
Prince of Orange, under Gop, to come and ſave them; the 
Prince in Nov. 1688, landed with an Army in the Meſt of 
England: And many of the Chief of the Kingdom re- 


pairing to Him, King James ſent his ſaid Popihh Queen, 


with this Pretended Son, to France, and ſoon after follow- 
ed. On this happy Revolution, the Prince of Orange being,

Under the happy Reigns of theſe four Proteſtant and moſt 
gracious SOVEREIGNS, the Britih Nations have enjoy d 
fach Civil and Religious Liberty, Trade, Wealth and Pro- 
ſperity, as they never knew before; and wherein they have 
been, and are, incomparably Happier than any other Peagle 
on the Face of the Earth. 

But King James II. with his ſaid Queen and pretended 

Son, lived in France, and were maintained by King Lewis 
XIV. who did his utmoſt, by joining the Popiſh Party in 
Ireland, attempting to make Deſcents in England, and Aſſaſ- 
finations of. King WILLIAM both in England and Flanders, 
to reſtore the abdicated King to his tyrannical and vengefyl 
Power over us till Sept. 1701, when He deceaſed: And 
then the French King proclaim'd this Popiſh Pretender King 
of England, Scotland and Ireland, by the Name of James III. 

in Defiance of King WILLIAM our Great Deliverer, and 
the Parliaments and Laws of the Britiſb Kingdoms.

In Auguſt, 1715, King Lewis XIV. of France dying, 

the Pretender was obliged, in February, 1716-17, to re- 
tire to Rome Where, or near it, he has lived almoſt 
ever ſince; married a Poliſh Papiſt, and had two Sons by 
Her þ yer alive. | | . 


In the Beginning of 1717, the Government was 


_ threatened with an Invaſion by the then King of Swe- 


den, attended with an Inſurrection of this Pretender's 
Friends in GREAT BRITAIN: But the Project being

In the Spring of 1719, the Pretender was received at 
Madrid with all the Honours of a crown'd Head b 
the King of Spain; who declar'd him King of Bngland, 
Scotland and Ireland, engaged in another Invaſion for 
Him, and on a ſudden ſent a Fleet and Armament for 
Great Britain: But a mighty Storm for nineteen Days to- 
gether diſperſed them.

Popiſh Triſo Lord another in Jreland, and divers Vice-

15. Yea it ſeems highly probable that even all the Bri- 
tiſh America, would either by Gift, Sale, or Conqueſt, be 
ſoon ſubjected to the Power of France; the Trade of 
Great Britain tranſlated chiefly to that mighty Kingdom, 
and Britons have no more than that Court would pleaſe, 
and even dearly pay for every Branch of Trade permitted: 
Cruel Papiſts would quickly fill the Brit: Colonies, ſeize 
our Eſtates, abuſe our Wives and Daughters, and barba- 
rouſly murder us; as they have done the like in France 
and Ireland! Yea, the Britiſh, French and Spaniſh Powers 
united, I cannot ſee but Holland would be ſuddenly over- 
whelmed by them, and the reformed Interęſt in other 
Parts of Europe ſoon follow the Fate of Great Britain,

Yet the Great Danger of his ſucceeding in this 4/ At- 
tempt, may in ſome Meaſure appear from the View of theſe 
Particulars. | | 

1. Great Numbers in the Nation believing him to be 
the real Son of King JaMes II. and the Univerſities and 
Pulpits both in England and Scotland, from the Reſtora- 
tion of King CHARLES II. in 1660, to the Revolution in 
1688, being continually filled with the ſlaviſh and delu- 
five Cry, of abſolute Hereditary Right, Paſſive Obedience 
and Non-Re/iſtance : Whereby theſe pernicious Doctrines 
were rivetted in the Minds of Multitudes, that nothing 
but the cruel Perſecution of the Proteftants, and Ruin of 
their Religion in the neighbouring Realm of France, be- 
tween 1680 and 1688, in Violation of the moſt ſolemn 
Promiſes, after all they had done to eſtabliſh their Popi/þ 
King upon the Throne—and the apparent Proſpect of the 


like Deſtruction the Proteſtant Religion in the Britz/h Em- 


pire, cou'd open their Eyes and prepare them for the Re- 
volution: Nor cou'd even theſe dreadful Proſpects, nor 
the cleareſt Arguments, open the Eyes of many; though 
the pretended Hereditary Right of the Stuarts is a mere 
Deluſion ; they deriving from a junior Daughter of the Roy - 


al Family, whoſe Great Grandſon, Robert Bruce, was in 


L306 exalted to the Throne of Scotland for the Good of 
the Nation, and in the ſame Manner as more lately King 
WILLIAM and Queen MaRy, Queen ANNE and King 
Geokce I. : 


2. In Ireland the Papifts are much more numerous than 
the Proteſtants ; and the Papiſts, we know, are almoſt u- 
niverſally inclined to Him: in England, before Ki 
WILLIAM died, when the Parliament came to ſettle the 


Deſcent of the Crown on the Proteſtant Houſe of Hano- 


ver in the Beginning of 1701 


; King James II's Party 
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J is ſaid to be ſo great in the then Houſe of Commons, that the 
Vote came to a Jie, and was then happily decided for the 
Proteſtant Succeſſion by the Speaker only, and even a Gen- 
tleman who was raiſed to the Chair by the Jacobite Party: 
1 And fo great was his Intereſt in Scotland, that as far as I 
3 find, the Parliament There were ever hindered from agree- 


ing to the Prots/*ant Succeſſion till the Time of the Union 
of the 7wo Kingdoms in 1706. 


3. I am an Eyc-Witneſs to the following Inſtances— 
| That when the Vhiggiſb Miniſtry in Queen ANNE's 
bo Reign in 1710, were turned out, and the Tory * came

4 ly with the Facobite + Party: Hereditary Right and Paſſive 
. Obedience and Non-Reſiſtance was the general Cry: Dr. 
Sacheverel, for promoting theſe ſlaviſh Doctrines, and ar- 
raigning the Revolution, was almoſt every where extoll'd 
to the Skies; and wherever he went, applauded, crouded

French Manilla Ship with Two hundred and ſixteen Thou- 
ſand Dollars, and Thirty Thouſand Pounds in Gold; of 
too exceeding rich French South-Sea Ships taken as they 
are coming home between Newfoundland and Hall, 
worth above three Million Dollars; of two Spaniſh Ships 
carried into Jamaica, worth above a hundred and fifty 
thouſand Pounds Sterling; of another Ship from Spain to 
Genoa, with eighty thouſand Piſtoles aboard, beſides a

who had ſeen but two Campaigns; — to act on this 
great Occaſion for our Deliverance : That by happy Diſ- 
appointments at Sea, he was diverted from the Navy to 
the Army: That in the fir? Campaign, which was in 174.3, 
at the Battle of Dettingen, wherein he was wounded, his

13. At this Juncture of Time, viz. February 8, it 
ſeems alſo remarkable; that while the Dutch were un- 
able to help us, through the ſuperior Armies of Franc 
at their Doors, the Proteſtant Prince of Helfe, Son in 
Law to the KinG, with his Troops arrive near Edin- 
$urgh, to help his Brother in ſupprefling our Enemies: 
Whereby Stirling and Perth, thoſe important Paſſes, 

are fully ſupplied and guarded, and ſo the Dukt 
has a greater Number of Britih Soldiers to purſue 

the Rebels. „„ 7. 


February 12, The Rebels enter Inverneſs : And there 
they gather again, with ſome freſh. Recruits' from, 
France, and ſoon take Fart George at Inverneſt, and 
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Fort-Auguſius. But the laft of February the DUKE ar- 
rives with his Army at Aberdeen; there ſtays for his Can- 
non, and other Recruits from Edinburgb and London, 
*till the bad Weather is over, the Snows are melted, the 
Roads paſſable, and the Rivers fordable. In the mean 
while the Rebels are carefully guarded by Land and Sea, 
divers French, who come to ſupply them, are taken, they 
grow much ſtraitned for Food and Money, and greatly 
ſuffer for want of Bread for {wo or three Days before the 
Engagement.

The LoRD 1 
them with a great Deliverance: And with our Nation 
ſing, as Iſrael of old — If it had not been the Loxp 
© who was on our Side, when Men roſe up againſt us; 
© then they had ſwallowed us up quick, when their Wrath 
was kindled againſt us ; then theWaters had overwhelmed 
us, the Stream had gone over our Soul ; then the proud 
Waters had gone over our Soul? Blefſed be the 
Lord, who hath not given us a Prey to their 
Teeth: Our Soul is eſcaped, as a Bird out of the 
Snare of the Fowlers; the Snare is broken, and we 
are eſcaped: Our Help is in the Name of the 
Loxp, who made Heaven and Earth.

At thy Rebuke, O Gop of Jacob, both the Cha- 
riot and Horſe are caſt into a deep Sleep: Thou, 
even Thou art to be feared, and who may ſtand in 
thy Sight when once Thou art angry! Thou didft

And let us join with our moſt rightful Sovereign 
King GEORGE, His Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales, 
the Duke, and all the Branches of this Proteſtant Royal 
Family, the Nobles of the Nation, the Army, the 
Navy, and the whole Brizih Empire, both in Eu- 
rope and America, in one univerſal Chorus, with the 
loudeſt Acclamations, as in the forty-ſeventh Pſalm. 
O clap your Hands, all ye People, Shout unto Gon 
with the Voice of Triumph! For the Lord moſt high 
is terrible, He is a great King over all the Earth: 
He ſhall ſubdue the 8 under us, and the Na- 
tions under our Feet: Gop is gone up with a 
Shout, the Lord with the Sound of a Trumpet: 
Sing Praiſes to God, ſing Praiſes; ſing Praiſes unto 
our King, ſing Praiſes: For Gop is King of all 
the Earth, fing ye Praiſes with Underſtanding : Gop 
reigneth over the Heathen: Gop fitteth upon the 
Throne of his Holineſs: The Shields of the Earth 
belong to Gop: He is greatly Exalted... 
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But yet in the midſt of all our Joys, it becomes 
us to bear in Mind our Text, as extremely applica- 
ble to us on this Occafion. For, after all that is 
come upon us for our evil Deeds, and for our great 
Treſfajs, ſeeing that Thou cur Gop haſt puniſhed us 
leſs than our ſniquities deſerve, and haſt given us ſuch 
Deliverance as This : Should we again break thy Cam- 
ments and join in Afﬀinity with the Peaple of theſe Abo- 
minations © wouldſt not Thou be angry with us till 
Thou haſt conſumed us, /o that there ſhou'd be no Rem-

nant nor eſcaping. 


For muſt we not freely own that the ſame glorious: 
Gon is ours in Covenant by the moſt open and con- 
tinual Profeſſions and Engagements? Are not many 
Laws, and every Baptiſm and Publick Prayer, moiſt 
evident Acknowledgments of this? Have we not been 
generally and clearly guilty of Multitudes of evil Deeds 
and great Treſpaſſes of every Kind, againſt every Pre- 
cept, too many now to be numbered? I ſhall only 
in general mention Our Infidelity, CORY» 
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Profanation of the Name and Day of Gop; Our 
Contempt of the Divine REDEEMER and the Opera- 
tions of his Holy Srixir on the Souls of Men; 
our Oppoſition to the gracious Doctrines of his Go- 
ſpel, his pure Worſhip, his holy Diſcipline, the lively 
Practice and Power of Godlineſs, and the active Pro- 
moters of them; our Rebelliouſneſs to juſt Authorities; 
our Pride, Enmities, Murders, Robberies, Impoſitions 
and Perſecutions; our Luxury, Profuſeneſs, Impurity 
and Intemperance; our Avarice, and every Species of 
Oppreſſion and Injuſtice; Falſe- ſwearing, * Slan- 
dering, Reviling and Defaming; our Envy, Selfiſhneſs 
and Coveting the Things of Others. 


Has not our highly diſhonoured and offended Gop, 
by various Means, and eſpecially the preſent War and 
late Rebellion, been juſtly bringing on us many grie- 
vous Calamities? Such as great Decay of Trade, hea- 
vy Debts, Plunders, Barbarities, Captivities, Loſs of E- 
ſtates and Lives, Perplexities of Living, and a vaſt Va- 
riety of diſtreſſing Troubles. Muſt we not yet ac- 
knowledge, that in them all, our Gop has puniſhed us 
even infinitely leſs than our many and heinous Ini- 
quities deſerved ; yea, that in his wondrous Goodneſs, 
He has by the late glorious and deciſive Victory, given 
us a moſt undeferved and inexpreſſibly great Deliverance ? 
—A Deliverance including an Infinity of Mercies ! 


. And now, after all this — ſhall we be ſo monſtrouſly 
ungrateful, baſe, wicked and perfidious to our Gop and 
SAVIOUR, as to break his Commands again, and join in 
intimate Affinity with the People of thoſe Abomina- 


tions? wou'd not this be a moſt aggravating Provoca- 


tion? And cou'd we in Reaſon expect any other than 
that he wou'd be angry with us, till He fhou'd con- 
ſume us, ſo that there ſhou'd be no Remnant or eſca- 


ping! 


pectation from the moral Excellence and Government of 
Gon, in Concert with the moral Nature he has given us, 
our Relation and Obligations to Him; and the moral 
Ends of his Adminiſtrations among the Sons of Men, 
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We might eafily ſee the jaſt Grounds of ſuch an Ex-

wakening Danger, from his ſignal Conduct to that pecu- 
liar. People refer'd to in the Text : Who for many hundred 


« Years were highly favoured by Him above all others in the 
Earth. He in a glorious Manner on Mount Sinai, enter'd 


into a ſpecial Covenant with them, gave them extraor- 
dinary Prophets and Revelations, wrought innumerable 
Wonders for them, and raiſed them, in the Days of Da- 
vid and Solomon, to great Power and Glory above all other 
Nations round about them. But they greatly ſinned, 
and He grievouſly chaſtized; they cried for Mercy, 
and he delivered; they grew ungrateful, and ſinned on; 
— till the Wrath of the Lok D akoſe, and there was no 
Remedy; He wou'd deliver them no more; but forbid 


his Prophets even to pray for them, and proceeded to ful- 


fil his Threatnings to their Deſtruction and Diſperſion, as 
warning Monuments, among the Nations ; as the World 
has admired to ſee, for near ſeventeen hundred Years, to 
the prefent Day. And if we follow them in their Ingra- 
titude and provoking Sins, as I fear we ſhall, we muſt ex- 
pect to follow them in their Deſolations. 


Yea, by all that to me appears both. in the divine 
Mord and Providence, a more dreadful Time ſeems com- 
ing on the Nations than they have ever known, and by 
their growing Infidelity, and other Provocations thence 


deriving, if they don't ſoon repent, they ſeem to haſten 


their Ripeneſs for it. But I forbear to open the Scripture- 
Scene, leſt it too much damp the Joy of the preſent Day. 


To conclude, I wou'd rather revive the Pious with 


the Proſpect, that whenever it comes it will be Hort, but 
Three Years and an Half — And then a moſt glorious Time 
comes after it: For then the loud Voice in Heaven will 


ſound ; „Now is come Salvation and Strength, and the 


Kingdom of our Gop, and the Power of his CHRIST: 


Then the Hour of his final Judgment on the Papal Empire 
comes on: The Angel comes down from Heaven, having 


great Power, and the Earth lightened with his Glory, and 
will cry mightily with a ſtrong Voice; Babylon the great 
dis fallen is fallen—Rejoice over her thou Heaven, and 
ye toly Apoſtles and Prophets; for God hath avenged 

ou 


and eſpecially his profeſſed, covenant and obliged Peo- 
ple. But we may yet more eaſily and clearly ſee our a-. 
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£ you on her—and in her was found the Blood of Prophets 


© and of Saints, and of all that were ſlain upon the Earth: 
Then will be heard a great Voice of much People in Hea- 
ven, ſaying * Alleluia, Salvation, and Glory, and Honour 
and Power unto the Lox D our Gop, for true and righ- 
teous are his Judgments ; for He hath judged the great 
I/hore, which did corrupt the Earth with her Fornica- 
tion, and hath avenged the Blood of his Servants at her 
Hands; and again they cry, Alleluia; and the Four and 
twenty Elders and the Fou living Creatures fall down and 
worſhip GoD who ſitteth on the Throne, ſaying, Amen, 
Alleluia: And then the ſeventh Angel with his Trum- 
pet ſounds ; and there are great Voices in Heaven, ſaying, 
< The Kingdoms of this World are become the Kingdoms 
of our LoRD and of his CHRIST, and He ſhall reign 
© for ever and ever.” Amen.
